Insurance: Complete inform a­ 
tion regarding th e ex ch ange or 
conversion of Korean G. I. in­ 
surance is now available locally. 
Th is includes premium rates on 
th e new veterans special life in­ 
surance effective January 1, 19 59 . 
Th is inform ation and premium 
rates h ave to do with public law 
8 5-8 9 6 
wh ich 
perm its 
Korean 
veteran NSLI policy h olders to 
convert th eir previously non-con­ 
vertible N ational service life in­ 
surance issued on a term basis 
to one of six perm anent plans of 
insurance. Th ese NSLI policies 
are identified by th e letters “RS" 
wh ich precede th e policy num ­ 
bers. Veterans wh o h ave such 
policies in effect may m ake one 
of th ree selections with regard 
to th eir insurance« , First, th ey 
may retain th eir present policy 
on th e same plan and at th e 
same premium. Second, th ey may 
convert to any one of six per­ 
m anent NSLI plans now avail­ 
able under th e NSLI program. 
Th ese plans are ordinary life, 20 
pay life, 30 pay life, 20 year en­ 
dowment, endowment at^ age 60 
or endowment at age 65. Th ird, 
th ey may ex ch ange th eir present 
term policy to a limited convert­ 
ible 5 year level plan term in­ 
surance policy at a lower pre­ 
mium rate. Th e new premium 
rates on th is insurance are lower 
th an th e rates available under 
previously issued government in­ 
surance policies for veterans. For 
ex ample, a veteran at insurance 
age 25 will pay 9 7c a m onth for 
a $1,000 of insurance under th e 
ordinary life plan. 
Tax es: Th e real property of 
w ar veterans may be allowed a 
limited tax ex emption not to ex ­ 
ceed $5,000.00 under th e tax law 
of th e State of New York. Th e 
law provides in substance th at 
wh ere real property is purch ased 
with 
th e 
proceeds of 
certain 
eligible funds such as NYS bonus, 
veterans’ pensions, or insurance 
dividends, th e property may be 
ex empt from tax ation to th e ex ­ 
tent th at such monies are ap­ 
plied to th e property. Addition­ 
ally, th e property must be owned 
by th e veteran or h is wife or 
unrem arried widow or dependent 
fath er or m oth er or by h is minor 
ch ildren.

Finish ing With 
Unfinish ed Pieces 


An easy way to perk up your 
h ome with 
no strain on th e 
budget is to purch ase unpainted 
furniture and finish it yourself. 
Room dividers are particularly 
effective in th is furniture type, 
as well as sectional bookcases 
painted th e same color as th e 
wall to look as if th ey h ad been 
custom -built for th e room. O th er 
popular pieces are coffee tables 
and ch ests. 
First of all, make sure th at all 
cracks and nail h ead indentations 
are filled with a wood filler or 
j spackling m aterial. 
Use a knife, 
putty 
or 
kitch en 
variety, 
to 
smooth th e filling m aterial into 
th e h oles. 
Wh en it’s dry, sand 
th e entire surface until smooth , 
th en dust off th e loose particles. 
First Co at 
As a first coating, apply th in 
sh ellac or th in varnish to seal 
th e pores of th e wood and to 
prevent subsequent coats from 
being unevenly absorbed. 
Nex t apply enamel undercoat- 
er if finish coats are of gloss or 
semi-gloss. 
Make certain th at 
th e undercoater is th orough ly 
stirred so th at th e entire quan­ 
tity is of uniform consistency. 
Wh en undercoat is dry, apply 
enamel by flowing it on from 
your brush . 
I,oad 
th e brush 
h eavy enough to do th e job but 
not so much th at you deposit a 
pool of enamel wh ere you first 
contact th e surface. 
Ty pes o f Wo o d 
Unfinish ed furniture comes in 
pine, fir, poplar, cypress, red­ 
wood, maple, birch , beech and 
gum. 
Gum and pine are most 
widely sold. Gum may be stained 
to im itate walnut or mah ogany, 
or it may be bleach ed. 
You can 
stain pine to a rath er good imi­ 
tation of maple, but an enamel 
finish is usually preferred. 
If you've admired th e sm art 
blonde furniture wh ich is so pop­ 
ular, you can get th e same effect 
with an unfinish ed piece, provid­ 
ed th e wood is even in color. 
Bleach th e article with a com­ 
mercial ch emical solution, ob­ 
tainable at paint dealers. 
Use 
rubber gloves wh ile applying th e 
bleach with a rubber sponge. Wet 
th e 
surface 
evenly. 
Bleach es 
with a h ydrogen perox ide base 
leave noth ing in th e wood to 
h arm th e finish ing coats. 
Wh en 
th e wood is dry', sand it and fin­ 
ish with wh ite sh ellac—th en wax 
if desired.

Cusick said an approv ed state

could

w’ould require a registration fee 
of about $3. 
Present New York law’ requires 
that all boats operating nex t year, 
ex cept large ones registered by 
the Coast Guard, be registered 
with the State Public Works De­ 
partment. The fee is 51. No re­ 
registration is required, whereas 
the federal law’ prov ides for reg­ 
istration ev ery three years. 
Cusick’s proposal prov ides for re­ 
registration. 
He said the state rev enue from 
registrations could be used to fi­ 
nance water safety programs and 
building of more boating facilities.
